Who, it is also being asked, will be 
the members of the women’s committee 
who will receive Mrs. Wilson at the 
same breakfast? 


Plan Wired to Washington. 
The plan for a breakfast, and for the 


eutertaining of Mrs. Wilson by a com- 
mittee of 12 St. Louis women, has been 
wired to Secretary Tumulty at’ the 
White House, for the President’s ap- 
rroval, by James E. Smith, representing 
the Business Men’s League. He said 
today that, pending approval of the ar- 
rangements, he could not announce any 
further details.

39 PLEAD GUILTY 
IN NIGHT RIDER 
CASES; PAROLED 


Trials at New Madrid Brought 
to Sudden Close by an 
Agreement. 


Two to Five-Year Sentences Al- 
ready Imposed Will Stand 
Unless Judge Issues Paroles.

Dispatch, 

NEW MADRID, Mo., Jan. 2%.—The 
night rider trials came to a sudden end 
here today, when the prosecution con- 
eented to dismiss the charges against 
four of the 67 defendants, and to let 3 
ethers plead guilty) and take paroles. 
This action disposed of all but one of 
the outstanding cases, and it will prob- 
ably be adjusted on the same basis. 

This unexpected turn of events, which 
looked almost like a collapse on the part 
o” the prosecution, came after Rice A. 
Pierce, counsel for most of the accused 
men, had obtained the first acquittal, 
that of John Allen, by a speech in which 
he denounced the land barons of the 
Citizens’ Committee, who were backing 
the prosecutions. The methods of these 
land barons, and their interest in the 
prosecution ‘were described in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

following the Allen acquittal, a con- 
ference took place between Judge Mc- 
Carty, Prosecuting Attorney Smalley 
and Attorney Pierce. Then the sur- 
prison defendants, 33 of them. were led in 
from jail, and heard their lawyer plead 
guilty for them to the charge of com- 
mon assault, committed the night of 
Nov. 22 last, on private detectives. ‘The 
charge of assault with intent to kill, in 
the attack on M. R. Adkisson, Nov. 5, 
was dismissed in all the cases. 


State to Pay All Costs. 
The men were sentenced to terms of 


six months each in the penitentiary, and 
were immediately paroled on good be- 
havior. The time during which. they 
baud been incarcerated was ordered 
tzken off their terms in case any of 
them should brgak his parole and have 
tv go to prison, and the State agreed to 
4 bay all StS... ' sina ses 
On Ode ne TT Orta ae ee y 3 
Dan Ryals, who have lately been on 
trial, were permitted to plead guilty 
and ‘be paroled. This disposed of all 
the cases but that of Noah Willoby, 
whose jury recently disagreed, after pe- 
ing out 50 hours. An adjustment in this 
case is expected. 

The 12 who last week pleaded guilty 
and took terms of twe years each, and 
the six who were convicted and sen- 
tenced to terms of two to five years 
each 1! have to serve their terms un- 
less ‘Judge McCarty paroles some of 
them. These, with Allen, who Was ac- 
quitted, and others who were being used 
as State’s witnesses, make up the list 
of 67 defendants. 

The first to be sentenced and paroled 
in today’s wholesale pleas of guilty was 
M Effinger, 56 years old. As the men 
were liberated, one after another, their 
lawyers had @ifficulty in making some 
of them understand that they were free. 
Women and children laughed and wept 
and the courtroom was filled with the 
emotional scenes of family reunions. 
The Judge made no attempt to enforce 
the customary courtroom decorum, for 
he seemed to be happy to see the men 
restored to their families. 

Judge Talks to Mén. 

Judge McCarty made a short talk to 
the men, addressing them in groups of a 
dozen or so. ‘“‘You are free to go home 
and live the lives of good citizeng,”” he 
said. ‘The slate is wiped clean, Here- 
after, when you have a_ grievance 
against your employers, go to them and 
talk it over. Remember that the laws of 
this country are too great to be over- 
thrown by any band of men. We have 
& law that is based on the laws of the 
Bible, and under our Constitution, any 
eftizen, rich or poor, can come into court 
and get justice.”’ 

The night-riding movement was di- 
rected toward lowering land ‘rents and 
raising wages of the men employed to 
Clear land in the lower part of the 
county. Most of those who made the 
final plea of guilty and were liberated 
on parole say they were led into the 
night-riding bands on the representation 
that they were labor unions. 

Attorney Pierce, a former member of 
Congress from Tennessee, who defend- 
ed the Reelfoot Lake night riders in 
that State, made a telling attack on the 
land barons and the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, in his speech in behalf of John Al- 
len.

Papers Say Advantages 


of New Aeroplane Must 


Be Met If Mastery of Air Is Retained— 
Official Shows Result of Aerial Battles. 


] LONDON, Jan. %.—The preponderance 


of aeroplane fighting in yesterday’s 
news attracts wide comment in tLe Lon- 
don morning papers, which are inclined 
to show some impatience that the Brit- 
ish reply to the German Fokker has not 
been more immediate and effective. The 
Daily Mail's correspondent at British 
headquartors hails the Fokker as mark- 
ing a new era in air fighting. 
“The events of the last few weeks,” 
he says, “make it clear that we have 
reached a new stage in aerial warfare. 
A certain change has occurred with the 
new year. Its herald is the Fokker. 
This machine is not, as many think, 
always under control, hovering aloft to 
descend like a plummet on any en- 
croacher. The trouble is it can rise so 
fast as to be able tc tower above an 
enemy after he is sighted. 
Arrested England’s Command of Air. 

“The perfecting of this fast fighting 
plane, which can maneuver easily and 
quickly for bow-end shooting, has not 
given the enemy the initiative, but ft 
has unquestionably arrested our almost 
insolent command of the air. The en- 
emy’s defensive has improved. That is 
the position. The defense has been tak- 
en out of the hands of the gunner and 
put fnto the hands of the flier. The air- 
man’s chief danger is now in the cir, 
not on the ground. 

“At the beginning of the war no one

Hitchcock Confers With Execu- 
tive on Amendment Providing 
Independence in 4 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Granting of. 
independence to the Philippine Islands in 
not less than two years and not more 
than four years may be favored by the 


Wilson administration. Senator Hitch- 
cock, chairman of the Senate Philippine 
committee, discussed with President 
Wilson late yesterday a provision to that 
effect which Senator Clarke of Arkansas 
had introduced as an amendment to the 
pending Philippine bill. 

After conferring with the President, 
Senator Hitchcock, while he would not 
say what the President had told him, 
indicated it was probably the amend- 
ment would have the administration's 
support. He said he would have to talk 
with other Senators before deciding 
definitely whether the change would be 
accepted. 

The President previously opposed an- 
other amendment proposed by Senator 
Clarke proposing independence for the 
Philippines within two years. 


Invited to White House. 
Senator Hitchcock went to the White 


House at the request of Mr. Wilson to 
discuss features of the Philippines bill 
and the chances of securing its passage 
in the near future. 
The Clarke amendment would direct 
the President to invite the co-operation 
of the Powers in a pledge to maintain 
the sovereignty of the islands, and if 
such an agreement could not be reached, 
would authorize him to guarantee, on 
behalf of the United Statez alone, the 
independence of the islands for a period 
r years.

Senator Borah said he did not be- 
Deve the Filipinos would be capable of 
scif-zgovernment within a century. ,‘“‘It 
would be altogether to our advantage 
to drop the Philippines,”’ he said, how- 
ever. “If we stay longer, we are stay- 
ing for the benefit of the Filipinos, not 
for the benefit of the United States. 

‘Tt is futile to talk of self-govern- 
ment in the Philippines. To my way of 
thinking, it would be infinitely better to 
cut loose from them right now and let 
them work out their own salvation. I 
belleve we should either adopt this 
amendment or let them know that they 
cannot acquire the capacity for self- 
government in 50 years.” 

Senator Thomas agreed that the 
islanders were not ready for self-gov- 
ernment. ‘I do not believe that if the 
United States kept the Philippines for- 
ever with the sole purpose of educating 
them to govern themselves 
would succeed,’” he added, 
I do not think there is any question of 
the duty of the United States involved. 
Our duty is to let them go just as soon 
as. possible for the advantage and for 
the safety of the United States.”

KANSAS CITY TAA 
RATE RIGHER THAN 
THAT IN ST. LOUIS 


Missouri River City Gets $3.18 
on $100 Instead of $1.25 as 
Printed in Post-Dispatch. 


Comparative tax rates of St. Louis 
and KansasCity, published in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, although compiled from 
official sources, have been found to be 
erroneous and to the disadvantage of 
St.. Louis. 

The St. Louis tax rate is $2.35 on the 
$100 valuation. The Kansas City rate 
was reportei to be -$1.25, a difference 
of $1.10 in favor of Kansas City. It has 
been found that the official report of 
Kansas City gave only the rate for city 
purposes and that the rate for State, 
county and school purposes, included in 
the St. Louis rate, were omitted from 
the Kansas City rate. 

The total tax rate of Kansas City. is 
$3.18, or 88 cents higher than the St. 
Louis rate. The Kansas City rate is di- 
vided as follows: City purposes, $1.25; 
county; 55 cents; State, 18 cents, and 
school, $1.20. The St. Louis rate divi- 
sion is city 1.57, school 60 cents and State 
18 cents. 

There is no separate tax for county 
purposes in St. Louis, as St. Louis is in 
ne county, and the city rate includes 
any cost to the city of offices which 
cvrrespond to county offices in other 
DETSE Ose. 4 of the State.

ARTIST WINS $100 
RIZE FOR DESIGN 
OF FLAG FOR ITY 


E. A. Krondl, Requested How- 
ever to Change Colors of 
White, Blue and ‘Orange. 


Edward A. Krondl of 23i7 Indiana ave- 
nue, who has received the $100 prize of- 
ered by the Pageant Drama Associa- 
tion for the best design of a flag, for 
St. Louis, was requested today by ‘the 
Flag Competition Jury to submit a dif- 
ferent color scheme than the blue, or- 
ange and white he used in his prize- 
winning design. a 
“The color was not wnat the jury 
wanted,” Percival Chubb, chairman of 
the Flag Committee, said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “It was not 
agreeable. The blue was coo blue, and 
the orange was not orange enough.” 
No suggestions as to colors were made 
by the jury, which was compesed cf 
Mayor Kiel as chairman; Julius Haller 
President of the Board of Aldermen: 
W. K. Bixby, capitalist and chairman 
of the Art Museum board; J. Lawrence 
Mauran, architect, and Prof. Holmes 
Smith of Washington University. Krongl 
will be expected to submit the design. 
in various colors, and the jury hopes 
to pick one that will have harmony of 
color. 


Will Present It to City. 

Percival Chubb said that Krondil’s de- 
sign, when properly colored, would be 
offered to the city authorities as an 
appropriate city flag. He hopes the 
city then will adopt the design as an 
official flag. In that event, Chubb said, 
the flag would be placed on all public 
buildings,, and could be purchased by 
individuals. 

“It’s a sure-enough flag,’’ Mayor Kiel 


adoption of Krondl’s design as the offi- 
cial flag. As. President Haller of the 
Board of Aldermen also was upon the 
committee, it was predicted the Alder- 
men would adopt the cesign. 

Krondl’s design depicts the figure of 
Saint Louis astride his horse and hold- 
ing his sword aloft in the manner of a 
crusader—a symbol familiar to all St. 
Louisans, 

The figure of St. Louis and the horse 
are in white, on a field of blue which 
covers a third of the flag in the shape 
of 9 pennant. Surmounting the figure 
of St. Louis are four fleur-de-lis com- 
nmy:morating the Louisiana Purchase 
‘rom France and signifying by number 
St. Louis as the fourth city. Two or- 
ange stripes, with a white stripe be- 
tween, indicate the designer’s idea of 
the advance of St. Louis to third Wace 
in the list of American cities. 

The designer explained that the blue 
in the flag represented~ celestiality: 
white—purity and cleanliness: and or- 
ange—gold wealth and prosperity. 


Oatlook for Future. 

The utility of the symbolical features 
of the flag is obvious. If St. Louis 
should have the misfortune to drop into 
fifth rank among the cities another 
fleur-de-lis would have to be added. 
Or if St. Louis should advance to third 
city, it would be easy to rip one off. 
On the other hand, as the designer 
intends, the three stripes to indicate 
the city’s advance toward third rank, 
the two orange stripes could be used 
to indicate our advance, in time, to sec- 
ond place; and, finally, the white stripes 
to indicate our usurpation of first place 
among the cities. 

Krondl, the winning designer, is 27 
years old and unmarried. He is a 
commercial artist. His design was one 
of more than 200 submitted by between 
eighty and ninety competttors. Hon- 
Orable mention was awarded designs 
submitted by Margaret Hoengfeldt, Mrs. 
F. C. Woerman, William Carr Dyer, Eu- 
gene Johnson and Y. A. Dwyer.

FORMER SECRETARY 
OF NAVY MEYER IN 
LIVELY FIST FIGHT 


He and Truxton Beale, Ex-Mini- 
ster to Persia, Pummel Each 
Other in Washington Street. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
“WASHINGTON, Jan. %.—George von 
L.. Meyer, former Secretary of the Navy, 
and Truxton Beale, a Washington soci- 
ety man and former diplomat, quar- 
reled in the Metropolitan Club yesterday 
and agteed to go in the street and fight 
it out. They marched out of Washing- 
ton’s most exclusive social organization 
into H street and began to ‘‘mix it.” 
Taey cuffed at each other and made 
blind jabs until both fell to the street 
from exhaustion. Then they clinched 
and rolled over and over until they were 

separated. 

Meyer was first to go down, but in 
the scuffle that followed he got on tof 
and was pummeling away at Beale when 
members of the club rusued out and sep- 
arated them. Two husky chauffeurs 
who were standing by wnen the fight be- 
gan conferred as to waether they sho..'d 
interfere, but decided that it was a fair 
fight and should be on to a finish. 

Was a Fair Fight. 

‘Let ‘em go, Bill,” sajd one of the 
chauffeurs, “it’s a fair fight and the 
best mah will win.” 

About that time the club members ap- 
peared on the scene and _ intervened. 
Meyer was bundled into a taxicab and 
driven to the residence of Admiral 
Lutze, where his face was washed and «a 
few scratches attended to, his clothes 
brushed and pressed, after which 0 4..t 
for the Shoreham Hotel, where he and 
Mrs. Meyer have rooms, 

Beale went to his home on Jackson 
place and received treatment. 

It, developed that the encounter was 
the result of a long-standing feud be- 
tween Beale and Meyer. It is said 
that some years ago the two got into a 
heated argument at the Knickerbocker 
Club in New York, which almost re- 
sulted in blows. They met by chance 
yesterday and renewed their former 
quarrel. 

Argued Over Preparedness, 

The altercation was the result of a 
controversy between them over the 
question of preparedness. It is stated 
that during the discussion between the 
two, Meyer called Beale a ‘‘thypocrite.” 
Hot words followed, and Meyer invited 
Beale outside the club, and the battle 
began. 

Persons who witnessed the encounter 
say that for liveliness and excitement 
there was nothing’ lacking in the fight. 
Both combatants are strong, athletic 
and well built, and were about evenly 
matched.

Meyer was Secretary of the Navy ‘in- 
der President Taft and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in the Cabinet of President Roose- 
velt.

Beale was Minister to Persia in 1891 
and 1892, and to Greece, Rumania and 
Servia from 1892 to 1893. He married 
Harriet Blaine, daughter of James G. 
Blaine, but they were divorced. His 
second wife was Miss Marie Oge of Cali- 
fornia, a grandniece of the late Chief 
Justice Chase. He belongs to the Met- 
ropolitan and Cosmos clubs of Wash- 
ington and the Knickerbocker and Uni- 
versity clubs of New York.

Last year 10,443 families and 383,000 in- 
dividuals came under the association's 
care More than $95,000 was expended 
for their relief. 

The needs are greater than for any 
preceding year with the exception of 
last year and unless there is a prompt 
and generous response the association 
will not be able to meet the demands.

LIBRARY DISTRIBUTION OF 
MUSIC ROLLS INCREASING 


Demand Is Greater Than the Supply; 
190 Put Into Circulation Last 
Week. 

Distribution of music rolls for player- 
pianos is steadily increasing at the Pub- 
lic Library. There were 190 rolls put in 
circulation last week, as against 100 the 
previous week and 30 for a portion of

FOR PREPAREDNESS 


“No One Knows Where Ag- 
gression on Either Side May 
Lead Us,’’ He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %5.—Repub- 
lican Leader Mann, speaking in the 
House today for national prepared- 
ness, said: “It seems the part of wis- 
dom for us to prepare ourselves for 
any possibility of trouble that may 
come, It is well known that I never 
have believed in a large standing 
army, and I probably might have 
been properly classed as a little 
navy man. But wise men ought to be 
able to peer distinctly. into the fu- 
ture and prepare today for what 
might come to morrow.” 

Mann declared the world was in 
the worst condition that any living 
person had seen it and predicted 
that it might be many years “before 
it is definitely determined whether 
one or the other, or neither side, can 
become master.’ He also scouted the 
permanency of a “paper peace.” 

“No one knows,” he ° continued, 
“where the aggression on either side 
may lead us; perhaps not into this 
struggle, but into one which is the 
outcome of this.” 
Major-General Arthur Murray, retired. 
and Brigadier-General Crozier, chief of 
ordnance, were before the Senate and 
House Military Committees respective- 
ly yesterday. Major-General Murray 
presented a memorandum which he pre- 
pared several months ago at the re- 
quest of Speaker Clark, setting forth 
his views as to what would constitute 
adequate defense. He said that for the 
actual defense of the United States ter- 
ritory alone, and without considering 
maintenance of the Monroe Doctrine, or 
rrotecting the interests of American cit- 
izens abroad, a regular army virtually 
three times its present size and three 
strong fleets for the navy would be 
necessary. 
Major-General Murray revealed that 
a special board on land defenses had 
spent six years, from 1906 to 1912, in pre- 
paring a report as to what would be 
meeded to protect the country. The 
board’s report is regarded as confidén- 
tial by the War Department and its 
conclusions never have been made pub- 
lic. Its members will be called before 
the committee later. 
It recommended, Major-General Mur- 
ray said, a force of at' least a third 
larger than he believed necessary, his 
own opinion being that a peace strength 
army of 270,000 regulars, 80,000 of whom 
would be on overseas duty, could be re- 
lied upon to protect the country.until a 
volunteer army of a million men could 
be formed and trained. 

His View of Naval Needs. 
As a first line of defense he suggested 
a fleet of four to eight fast, powerful 
battleships or battle cruisers in the Pa- 
cific, based at Pearl Harbor and sur- 
rounded by necessary auxiliaries. For 
th>s Atlantic he proposed two fleets of 
at least six battleships @ach, based ‘at 
New York and Guantanamo. 
Basing his judgment on these expe- 
riences, he proposed tnat the enlist- 
ment period be cut to one year for 
infantry and 18 months for cther arms, 
with no ligation as to reserve duty 
thereafter. The scheme, he said, would 
turn out 200,000 well trained men an- 
nually, who could be relied upon to en- 
list in time of war without the neces- 
sity of keeping in touch with them or 
paying them. 
Government monopoly of the manufac- 
ture of its war supplies was strongly 
cisapproved by Brigadier-General Croz- 
ler. He estimated that American fac- 
tcries would be producing 600,000,000 
rounds of rifle ammunition, 60,000 field 
zun shells and from 10,000 to 15,000 rifle« 
a day by late sur-- “nd insisted it 
would be wise to keep this great new 
irdustry alive after the’ war by Gov- 
ernment orders, Government arsenais 
turning out enough to check and estab- 
lish prices for the material bought. 
The first. of the new 16-inch mobile 
howitzers can not be delivered to the 
army for two years. Before the House 
Military Committee today, Brigadier- 
General Crozier said it would take nine 
months to complete designs for the guns 
and.another year to make the first gun 
for testing. The ordnance experts also 
are preparing to construct 2% 16-inch 
rifles, long range, heavy weapons, to be 
mounted in turrets as part of the fixed 
fortifications.

Goethals safd before his depart- 
ure that criticisms alleged to have been 
made by Gen. Edwards had reached the 
Secretary of War, and that the Secre- 
tary had requested information on the 
subject. The Governor replied with an 
official communication, in which he de- 
tailed the troubles at considerable 
length. 

Gov. Goethals declared that Gen. Ed- 
wards had had much to say regarding 
the administration of affairs on the 
isthmus, especially with reference to 
the methods and cost of construction 
of military buildiigs under military 
jurisdiction. It is said that Gov. Goe- 
thals also resents many of the criti- 
cisms Gen. Edwards is alleged to have 
made relative to the form of canal Gov- 
}ernmment, Gen. Edwards believing, it is 
said, that the military and civil author- 
ity should be vested in one person in- 
stead of separated as at present.

TERMS AS LOW. AS $2 MONTHLY

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 
tary of State Cornelius Roach, 
ney-General John T. Barker and Auditor 
John P. Gordon yesterday gave the $100,- 
600 contract for printing the Missouri 
court reports for the next six years to 


the E. W. Stepiens Publishing Co. of 
Columbia, although the bid of the Mis- 
sourl Publishing Co. of Mexico, Mo., 
was 21 cents a yolume, or about 16 per 
cent lower than that of the Stephens 
company, which, bid $1.36 per volume. 
The Mexico company offered to supply 
the reports for $1.15 per volume. 

At a previous meeting these three 
State officials, who make up the Print- 
ing Committee, had inserted in the spe- 
cifications a provision which gave Ste- 
phens an advantage over his competitor, 
as was published in the Post-Dispatch. 
The: provision, which is ‘not require. 
by statute, and which never had been 
inserted in any previous contract, re- 
quiréd bidders for the current contract 
to submit prices for which they Would 
supply back numbers of the court re- 
ports. 

Stephens Holds Advantage. 

As Stephens has held the contract con- 
tinuously since 1885, and owns all the 
j stereotyped plates for back numbers 
since that date, »representatives of the ; 
Mexico concern: were unable to meet 
his prices on back numbers, they said, 
and refused to submit bids for other! 
than the current numbers. 

This provision was inserted in the 
specifications after the committee had 
edvertised for, received and rejected 
bids by the Mexico firm and by the 
Buxton & Skinner Stationery Co. of St. 
Louis, in which their bids were much 
iower than any one of three bids which 
Stevens was permitted to submit at 
the same time. Stephens’ lowest price 
at that time was $1.65 per volume. The 
hid of the Mexico firm was $1.15 and that 
of the St. Louis firm was $1.36.

Pacific Coast Tennis Officials 
Warn. National Association 
Heads of Intention. 


WANT “OPEN” TITLE EVENT | 


Golden Gate Enthusiasts Strong 
for Broader Interpretation of 
Term “‘Amateur.”’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—California 
will rebel and its players declare war 
against the United States National 
Lawn Tennis Association if so much 
as a reflection is cast on the amateur 
status against Maurice McLoughlin 
and Thomas C. Bundy, the men who 
have done so much to place Califor- 
nia on the lawn ‘tennis map. 

An official of the association re- 
ceived answers today to inquiries he 


had addressed to Western officials 
as to what action might be expected 
to follow the adoption of a rule 
which would debar all connected with 
sporting goods houses from competi- 
tion in teurnaments and champion- 
ships held under national dtrection. 

While the wording. differed, the 
men directing the game out there are 
agreed as to its effect. Their answers 
appear not so much a promise as & 
threat. They appear to be banded to- 
gether to resist any attempt to pro- 
fessionalize any of their players, just 
as they were three years ago in pecans. 
ing about the defeat of the clause in 
the amateur rule, adopted at that 
time, prohibiting the payment of ex- 
penses. 

The thing that has amazed the 
eastern officials, who are striving to 
find some solution to the vexing prob- 
lem which confronts them when the 
foremost ranking men enter into the 
sale of sporting goods, is that the 
West appears to have more carefully 
organized. It seems evident that the 
west knows what it will do, while 
members of the executive committee 
are holding meetings to discuss the 
best thing to do. From the letters 
received it is certain that if the Na- 
tional, Association rules that players 
connected with the. sportin goods 
business are not eligtble to fits tour- 
naments that a call will be issued for 
a meeting, probably to be held in 
San Francisco, at which the steps 
preliminary to the organization of 
the American Tennis Association will 
be taken. -
